In general, the new Saskatchewan 
regulations are considered to be an 
attempt to attract operators by of- 
fering more liberal terms than 
those available in Alberta. 

Lease rentals, under the new 
Saskatchewan regulation, have 
jbeen reduced to 50 cents an acre 
for the first year as opposed to $1 
an acre in Alberta, 
| Another major difference is that 
\the “checkerboard” system of re- 
taining a certain proportion of 
nights for the crown is made at the 
time of leasing, 

In Alberta, exploratory rights are 
given on an entire tract and selec- 
tion of rights by the discovering 
company and the Crown is made 
— 90 days after the discovery of 
oil, 

ONE-YEAR PERMITS 


Exploratory permits are issued 
for one year and can be renewed | 
up to a maximum length of 21) 
months, 

Drilling is required, once leases 
are taken out, within 60 days and! 
the costs of drilling may be charg- 
ed by the company against rental | 
fees due the government for the | 
lease, , 

The change in regulations is be-| 
lieved to represent a sharp “about- 
face” in Saskatchewan government 
policy with regard to the province's 
ol] resources, 

In effect, the regulations are an 
assurance for private operators that 
“socialist” policies of the govern- 
ment will not interfere with private 
enterprise in exploration for and 
production of oil, 

Royalty payments to the provin- 
clal government will be on the 
basis of production, with five per 
cer charged against wells produc- 
ing 30 barrels daily or less, 10 per 
cent on 91 to 110 barrels and 15 
per cent over 200 barrels, |

On December 21, just one week after the confer- 
ence in Ottawa, the federal government made it known 
that two western routes for the highway could not be 
considered. 


This makes it as clear as day that some time be- 
tween December 14 and December 21 somebody or 
something got the government by the ueck and said: | 


| 


“There isn’t going to be any Yellowhead Route.” 
We wonder who it could have been. 


And while we're not making any charges, it is im- 
possible to get away from the fact that nobody is quite 
so financially interested in messing up the Yellowhead 
Route as the influential Canadian Pacific Railway. 


The Trans-Canada Highway, quite as important 
a transportation project as the completion of any trans- 
continental railroad, is going to offer important freight 
and passenger competition to the rail carriers. 


What would be smoother then, than the employ- 
ment of the big political stick by the powerful CPR to 
veto the Yellowhead Route in favor of the southern 
route which would be practically closed from four to six 
months every year because of weather conditions? 


Except for a few miles at Blue River, the Yellow- 
head Route presents no such maintenance difficulty. 


Obviously, then, the CPR would much sooner have 
competition six or eight months of the year on the 
southern route than competition 12 months of the year 
on the Yellowhead Route. 


That may be good for the CPR. It is not good 
enough for Edmonton. 


‘This’ city is gettitig desperately sick of these sinis- 
ter influences that make Edmonton the whipping boy 
for established interests, 


The Trans-Canada Airlines main line must go 
through Calgary. The Trans-Canada Highway must go 
through Calgary, 


And the fast-growing Edmonton, the springboard 
of the vast North and the chief industrial, commercial 
and agricultural centre of the province, is frozen out. 


Anybody with an ounce of common sense must see 
that the Yellowhead Route is the only logical route 
for the Trans-Canada Highway. 


Sixty per cent of the West’s population lives along 
that route. It passes through four national and five 
provincial parks. It will connect up with the Alaska 
Highway. It will connect with the great air fields that 
will accommodate world air routes. 


Compared with these tremendous developments, 
Calgary is no more than a detour for repairs, 


All these cheap plots to give Edmonton the brush- 
off are becoming infinitely tiresome. 


Well, Edmonton won't stand for it. 


And it’s time Edmonton people and Edmonton in- 
stitutions made that shoutingly plain... and not neces- 


sarily just at election time.

Two Prices for Gas 


A vital principle has been laid down 
before the natural gas commission by H. R. 
Milner who emphasizes the necessity for 
a two-price system in case the export of 
natural gas from Alberta is authorized. 

Mr. Milner pointed out that whatever 
price could be secured for export gas 
should not affect the low price to Alberta 
consumers. 

His statement was made in reply to a 
suggestion from Commissioner Roy Marler 
that Alberta consumers should pay the 
market price for their gas with the differ- 
ential going to the general funds of the- 
province. 

Albertans will agree with Mr. Milner 
that such an arrangement would be intol- 
erable. 

The gas resources of Alberta are pri- 
marily the property of Alberta people in 
the sense that Alberta people should have 


Edmonton’s Library 


The fact that the Edmonton public 
library circulated 42,832 more books in 
1948 than it did in 1947 stamps the library 
as one of Edmonton's most useful and pro- 
gressive institutions. 

Last year, the total circulation of books 
amounted to 659,461. 

This is a substantial showing in a city 
of 126,750 people. 

It is obvious, too, that the increase in 
library circulation is proportionately 


first call on the use of them. 

This has been the policy of the provin- 
cial government and it is the only logical 
policy.

The lack of theatrical facilities in this 
city is sharply emphasized by the current 
announcement that Edmonton may have to 
be left out of a professional stage circuit 
now being organized because such accom- 
modation is inadequate. 

An eastern circuit of the kind has al- 
ready been developed. And the difficulty 
in bringing shows west, because of the 
long jump between Toronto and Winnipeg, 


has been fairly well obviated by an ar- 
rangement to break the trip by showing 
in some American cities: 

But all this will mean nothing to Ed- 
monton without a place to stage these 
plays. 

The lack of theatre or auditorium facili- 
ties here not only keeps Edmonton out of 
professional circuits but imposes a hard- 
ship upon and retards the development of 
local amateur organizations. 

Surely Edmonton people have talked 
about this need long enough. 

The time has come for concrete and 
definite action. 


Leave It to the U.S. Army 


The United States army has taken a 
stand against comic books that are “sexy 
and wanton,” that exploit “female nudity, 
sadistic torture, crime or vulgar or ob- 
scene language.” 

Simultaneous with the army’s 
nouncement comes a statement from ihe 
comic book industry that it is prepared to 
regulate its own products in all these par- 
ticulars. 

It is gratifying that some influence has 
been found capable of moderating the por- 
nographic tendencies of these publications. 

But it is a bit humiliating that with all 
the complaints have been made in 
Canada about these vicious books, we have 
had to wait until the United States army 
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raised its voice to get any relief from this 
tide of filth. 

It is a bit humiliating to find that the 
United States army has a more tender con- 
cern for the morals of American soldiers 
than the Canadian governmert has for the 
morals of Canadian children. 

For there is no reason on earth why the” 
Canadian government could not heve 
taken, years ago, the step just taken by 
American army officials. 

Perhaps now that the United States 
army has taken this stand, the Canadian 
government will find it expedient to bar 
these salacious publications from Canada.

Pensions 


Editor, Bulletin—Mr. Jack Scott 
is‘to be highly commended for 
his timely articles on the trag- 
edy of the aged and the average 
Canadian living standard that 
appeared in The Bulletin. 

It is difficult to understand the 
indifference of the government 
to the plight of the poor people. 
Millions are poured into other 
projects, yet when an increase 
in the old age pension is asked 
for the cry goes up that it will 
cost too much. 

The children's allowance plan, 
which costs at least as much as 
would an improved pension plan, 
is paid from taxes and so could 
a pension plan of, say, $50 per 
month at age 65, without the 
means test, if handled properly. 

It is true that if a pension was 
given to everyone at age 65, re- 
gardiess of circumstances, the 
cost would be prohibitive. But by 
taxing it back from those who do 
not need it the cost would be so 
reduced as to be reasonable. 

A contributory pension plan 
such as is being proposed might 
save money for the government, 
but would not greatly help the 
poorer people who are most in 
need of pensions as under such 
a plan only the well-to-do, who 
alone could contribute enough for 
a decent pension, would benefit, 
while the small wage earners, 
with their small contributions, 
would receive pensions no larger 
than the present miserable hand- 
out. 

Surely if the government can 
assist the young they can provide 
a decent pension for the aged 
without so much quibbiin,

dish industrialists in playing the 
international game shrewdly, de- 
viously and, if necessary, con- 
sciencelessly.” 

The moaern Swedish Housing 
program dates from 1934, when 
Gunnar Myrdal and his wife 
published a book called “Crisis in 
the Population Question.” This 
convinced Sweden that the fall 
in birth rates was really danger- 
ous for the whole country, and 
that adequate housing was one 
way to combat it, 

But it was not till 1943 that 
Sweden's Social Democratic gov- 
ernment really began to con- 
sider housing as a national res- 
peusibility, 

When the recent war ended 
Sweden lacked some 50,000 dwell- 
ings. The standard by the way 
was, and is, modest, “In urban 
areas,” says Silk, “about half of 
all apartments in Sweden con- 
sists of, at most, one room and 
a kitchen.” 

The Social Housing Committee 
figured a total of 615,000 new 
dwellings would be needed before 
1960, They now are building at 
the rate of 45,000 new dwellings 


per year, These average 3% 
rooms, 

Financed 

By State 

The state finances about 90 
percent of all new dwellings, 


either in whole or part, It sub- 
sidizes building of homes for old 
age pensioners, etc, It subsidizes 
payment of rates, rents, in some 
cases, And it firmly controls 
rents, But the private contractor 
stil! does most actual building, 
The main conclusions of the 
book seems to be: Sweden is 
NOT yet a well-housed nation, but 
she is improving her housing more 
intelligently than others. 
The state helps the people to 
help themselves, by proper town 
planning, provision of cheap pre- 
fabricated houses, sectional chim- 
neys, which can be erected by 
non-skilled labor, and so on. 
Her experience should be in- 
valuable to us here, if and when 
few ever get around to dealing 
with housing shortages in earnest.

The Indonesian crisis has re- 
solved itself into an unprofitable 
quarrel in which The Netherlands 
is the focus of action not only by 
the United Nations but by a great 
conference of Asiatic countries in 
New Delhi. 

As things stand, the Security 
Council of the United Nations 
faces possible loss of prestige be- 
cause of a rebuff by The Nether- 
lands. On top of that the imbrog- 
lio threatens to widen the gap 
which already existed between 
the Western world and the East, 

It is an altogether nasty situ- 
ation and one which could have 
far-reaching consequences 

The core of 
course is the sirife between The 
Netherlands aad the revolution- 
ary Republic of Indonesia. 

India has cilled a conference of 
Asiatic states which is opening 
in New Delhi today. Prime Minis- 
ter Nehru, who fathered this par- 
ley, aims at getting a solution of 
the Indonesian strife. 

The security council likely will 
be called on to consider an 
American plan for settlement of 
the Indonesian problem, This 
ealls for establishment of a sov- 
ereign United States of Indonesia 
by April 1, 1950. It envisages 
creation of an interim federal 
government not later than March 
15, 1942, and withdrawal of Dutch 
troops prior to establishment of 
the new federation 

The Netherlands has rejected 
this, although she already has 
aaiounced a somewhat similar 
project bad 

Why do the Dutch authorities 


this trouble of, 


reject this United States plan as 
“unparalleled interference”? 

Informed circles tell me that 
they feel the American project 
implies distrust of Holland’s in- 
tentions, The Dutch authorities 
are ennoyed at the implication, 
it is said, rather than at the terms 
of the proposal. 

Well, that seems to split hairs, 
but one can see the Dutch argu- 
ment, 

That leaves the argument to be 
settled by developments.
